GHOULS GET IN THEIR WORK. 


Acts of Most Atrocious Order Are | 


Reported from Galveston. 
Dallas. Tex.. September 11.—A horrible 
story is told by Dallas citizens who 
turned tonight from Galveston. They de- 
clare that negroes and many white per- 


re- 


sons are hourly committing the most atro- : 
cious acts of vandalism. J. N. Griswold, 
division freight agent of the Gulf, Colo- 
rado and Santa Fe railroad, who was in 
that city during the storm and had a nar- 
row estape.from death, said: 

“Ears and fingers bearing diamonds 
were hacked off with pocket knives and 
the members placed in the pockets of 
vandals. The bodies of women who wore 
fine clothes have been stripped of the last 
thread and left to fester in the sun. The 
residences left standing have been broken 
into and jewelry and silver plate stolen. 
I saw a negro woman carrying a large 
basket of silverware that was not hers. 

“At Texas City I saw an old man, con- 
siderably under the influence of liquor. 
From his pocket there protruded a roll 
of bills as big as my arm which he claim- 
ed to have found on the bay shore, 

“Upon all hands this horrible work. is 
going on. The offenders are generally 
negroes, although there are some white 
men who have demonstrated that they are 
sufficiently devoid of honesty and man- 
hood to participate in these ghoulish 
deeds. 

“As soon as the storm subsided the ne- - 
gkroes stole all the liquor they could get, 
an§ beastly drunk, proceeded with their 
campaign of vandalism. Troops are need- 
ed at once, If they are not sent without 
delay, God help the survivors in Galves- 
ton.’’ 

This is confirmed by a dozen men of 
the highest standing here.

KNOX COUNTY A SURPRISE 


Owing fo Labor Troubles All Repub- 
lican Candidates Were Badly 
Knifed and Only Two Suc- 
ceeded in Gefting 
Elected. 


Lewiston, Me., September 11.—Tonight 
with 375 cities, towns and plantations 
heard from out of a total of 512, the est!- 
mated republican plurality for the state 
ticket remains at 32,000. The total vote 
of the above towns gives Hill, republican, 
68,237; Lord, democrat, 38,101. 

The same places in 1896 gave Powers, 
republican, 76,398, and Frank, democrat, 
31.790. These figures show a republican 
loss of 11 per cent arfd a democratic gain 
of 22 per cent. 

One of the notable features of the elec- 
tion was the democratic victory in Knox 
county, where, owing to labor troubies, 
every republican candidate was badly 
knifed and only Congressman Littlefie'd 
and Sheriff Ulmer succeeded in coming 
out ahead of their opponents, The demo- 
cratic candidate for governor carried the 
county and pulled along with him the 
senatorial candidate, L. H. Staples, of 
Washington, and the latter will have the 
distinction of being the only democrat in 
the upper branch of the legislature. 


TWO TRAINS RUN TOGETHER. 


Accommodation and a Freight Col- 
lide Near Knoxville.

MAY WITHDRAW LEGATIONS. 


Russia’s Initiative May Be Followed 
by Other Countries. 


London. September 11.—France has for- 
mallv adhered to the Russian proposal 
to withdraw from Pekin to Tien Tsin. 
A representative of the Associated Press 
learns on unquestionable authority that 
telegraphic instructions were sent yes- 
terday from Pekin and St. Petersburg to 
M. Pichon and M. De Giers, respectively 
the ministers of France and Russia at 
Pekin. directing both ministers, in con- 
junction with Generals Fry and Linowitz, 
to take measures to withdraw the lega- 
tions and military contingents of both 
countries to Tien Tsin immediately cir- 
cumstances permit.

VILLAGERS ISSUE PETITION. 


Chinase Ask the Provisional Gov- 
ernment for Protection. 

Tien Tsin, September 3. via Nagasaki, 
September 10.—The Americans and Brit- 
ish are considering the feasibility of 
transferring their winter supply base 
from Tong Ku to a point near Shan Hai 
Kwan, on the gulf of Li Tung, which is 
free of ice and is also a railway terminus. 
The chief difficulty in the way of the 
project is the lack of troops to guard the 
railways. 

The British marines and two naval guns 
have been withdrawn on shipboard. 

Thirty-five villages in the vicinity of 
Tien Tsin have petitioned the provisional 
government for protection.

The latest reports received here from 
Pekin say that the empress dowager Is 
in the province of Shan Sf and that the 
Japanese are pursuing her. 

A Christian refugee from Pao Ting Fu, 
where the Pekin officials were enlisting 
troops when he left, asserts that he saw a 
large force of boxers between Pekin and 
Pao Ting Fu. 

He also brings authoritative news of 
the massacre (already reported) by pro- 
vincial goldiers of the American mission- 
aries at Fen Chow Fu on August 15th.

Eserell were murdered at Hsi Ayo and he 
confirms the reported massacre of Miss 
French and Miss Palmer, as well as hun- 
dredis of native Christians in the Chi 
Shien district of the province of Shan St. 

The same refugee, giving -further de- 
talls as to the condition of the party of 
foreigners already reported as under 
siege August 25th, by Chinese regulars in: 
the province of Shan Si, says that the 
party consisted of four priests, five nuns, 
five European engineers and several] mis- 
sionarles and that they were surrounded 
by troops who had retreated from Pekin. 
On the date in question the foreigners 
were intrenched in the French ca- 
thedral.

At the Close Yesterday the Market : 


Was Comparatively Steady, Al+ 
though 8 to 25 Points 
Lower Than on 
Monday. 


New York, September 11.—On a some- 
what smaller scale the wild scenes of rhe 
past few days on the cotton exchange 
were repeated today. Whereas yester- 
day’s transactions were conservatively 
estimated at 1,250,000 bales, today’s opera- 
tions were placed at 900,000 bales. 

The session witnessed the culmination 
of the bul] retgn which has been creating 
dire havoc in bear circles for the past 
two weeks. During that time prices have 
advanced $8 per bale, two failures have 
occurred, while enormous fortunes have 
changed hands. The market started 9 to 
16 points higher on the opening as 4a re- 
sult of sensationally strong cables from 
the Liverpool market, where the bears 
were in a wild stampede as a result of 
yesterday’s rise here and inability of 
representatives in the cotton belt to se- 
cure much needed cotton despite bids of 
%@%*%c higher prices. 

The early rise proved to be the death 
knell of the bull movement as |Jater cables 
depicted pronounced weakness in the 
English market under a great wave of 
profit-taking, which sent holders here Into 
aspasm of fright. Large amounts of cot- 
ton purchased onthe recent rises were 
dumped over hastily and prices collapsed 
with a crash, the net tumbling a matter 
of 21 to 46 points. The gallery was full 
to the brim with awe-stricken specula- 
tors, attracted by the unusual uproar 
which was plainly heard in the street. At 
the close the market was comparatively 
steady, though 8 to 25 points net !ower. 
Private cables reached the exchange in 
the afternoon and declared that Euro- 
pean shorts had patched up a settlement 
with the bulls, while the market was ad- 
ditionally weighed down by reports that 
damage to the crop in Texas had been 
far overestimated.

Louisiana ‘Planter Disposes of One 
Hundred Bales. 

Tate Spring, Tenn., September 11.—(Spe- 
clal.-—I. D. V. Logan, a leading planter 
of Monroe, La., who is summering here. 
has been offered 11 cents for his cotton 
—for as much of it as has been baled. 
The offer has been accepted by Mr. Logan 
to the extent of 100 bales. Heis unwilling 
to let all go at that price, as he believes 
the situat'on of the market indicates an 
unprecedented price for the south’s sta- 
Dle. It is believed here that I. D. V. 
Logan is the first of all planters to re- 
ceive the direct offer of 11 cents 


THE EXPEDITION IS DELAYED. 


Morrison Finds in London Strong 
Support of Story. 

London. September 12.—4:30 a. m.—No 
news has been received that the Pao Ting 
Fu expedition has actually started. An 
undated dispatch from Tien Tsin reports 
that it was delayed by bad weather. 

Shanghai correspondents confirm the as- 
sertion of Dr. Morris, of Pekin, corre- 
spondent of The Times, that the military 
parade through the imperial palace was 
a Russian triumph. Dr. Morris’s account 
comes as a timely re-enforcement of the 
opinions beginning to be expressed in Lon- 
don papers to the effect that in spite of 
all her talk about the evacuation of Pe- 
kin. Russia has made no sign of with- 
drawal, but, on the contrary, is continu- 
ally shipping fresh troops from Odessa 
to China. 

The Shanghai correspondent 
Morning Post says: 


“It is considered certain that Li Hung 
Chang has bribed Russia and Germany 
to evacuate Pekin. The former will get 
Manchuria, It is not known what terms 
have been offered to Germany.” 

A special dispatch from Shanghai gives 
a report that the Americans and French 
nearly came into a conflict in Pekin be- 
cause the former had insisted upon en- 
tering the palace before the formal en- 
trance of the international troops. 


THE VICEROY HAS FULL POWER 


Li Hung Chang Is Invested with 
Full Power To Act. 

Washington, September 11.—The state 
department this evening issued the fol- 
lowing: 

“The following communication was hand 
ed to Acting Secretary of State Hill on 
September 10th by the Chinese minister: 

““‘Cablegram from Earl Li Hung Chang, 
dated the 7th, September, 1900, transmitted 
by the Chinese minister at St. Petersburg, 
under date of the 9th September, and re- 
ceived by Minister Wu on the last named 
date: 

“**“Tam inreceipt of an imperial effict 
of the 30th day of the seventh month 
(August 24,,1900,) transmitted by way of 
Pao Ting Fu. It is as follows: 

“***“Li Hung Chang, envoy plenipoten- 
tlary. is hereby vested with full discre- 
tionar® powers and he shall promptly 
deal with whatever questions may re- 
quire attention. From this distance we 
will not control his actions. Let this 
edict be forwarded with extra expedition 
at the rate of 600 Ii per day (to Earl Li) 
for his conformation and guidance. Re- 
spect this.’’’’ 

“To the above communication Acting 
Secretary Hill has handed Mr. Wu the 
following reply: 

“The United States does not ftel called 
upon to express any opinion at this time 
as to the sufficiency of Li Hung Chang’s 
authority, but hopes it will transpire thar 
his credentials are full and authoritative 
not only for negotiation, but to enable 
him without further delay to give assur- 
ance that thé life and property of Ameri- 
cans will henceforth be respected through- 
out the Chinese empore.’ ”’

When visited by a reporter for The 
Constitution last night, Mrs. Carson sent 
word asking to be excused. The young 
ladies were stricken with grief and asked 
that they not be questioned.

MANY PUPILS ARE SEATED 


Schools Are Still in Very Crowded 
Condition. 


BOOKS FOR POOR CHILDREN 


Many Are Unable to Purchase Equip- 
ment and Miss Gentry Heads 
Movement. To Provide Them. 


Work on the arrangement of the schol- 
ars who have applied for admission to 
the public schools is still being pushed, 
and vesterday many who were not seated 
‘Monday found places in the schools 
which are not so crowded. A few tickets 
of admission were also issued, but it is 
doubtful if the applicants can be seated 
unless they apply for seats in intermedi- 
ate grades. 

All day long children were in line in 
the superintendent’s office. Many of them 
have successfully passed the examination, 
yet cannot be accommodated. The super- 
intendent was kept busy transferring 
them fromt he district in which they had 
originally been admitted to some not so 
crowded. 

Others made application for books, 
their parents being too or to buy them, 

Money for the fund ton the purchase of 
books for poor scholars is badly needed. 
the superintendent says, and all dona- 
tions will be gladly received by him. 

In most of the schools the pupils were 
in their places, and the work began as 
in the middle of a session. All are highly 
pleased with the new additions made, 
and it is thought the term wil] be the 
most successful in the history of the city. 

In many of the schools the principals 
and teachers have purchased books and 
have them for sale The children have 
taken advantage of this and have bought 
of the teachers in preference to buying 
down town and having to take them to 
school. 

All of the schools are crowded. The 
Overflow is not very great in any of them, 
however. Two grades in the Girls’ High 
school are too small to accommodate ap- 
plicants, but some arrangement will be 
made whereby all can be accommodated. 

The preliminary work has been some 
of the hardest in the history of the 
school system. The teachers all attended 
normal school during their vacation, and 
the authorities were kept busy making 
additions to the various schools. Grades 
were added to many of the schools, and 
the seating capacity greatly increased. 
in a very few days everything will be in 
perfect working order, and those who 
were not fortunate enough to secure seats 
will have to wait. although everything 
possible will be done to arrange for them. 
The superintendent is still hard at work, 
furnishing supplies and answering ques- 
tions. 

The problem of securing books for the 
poor children who cannot afford to buy 
them is causing considerable interst and 
although a number of subscriptions have 


been made there are stil] many children 
who are not in possesion of the.necessary 
school equipment. Miss Mabel Gentry has 
undertaken to secure books for many 
of this class and {s securing second-hand 
books from persons who possess them. 
She asks the Rid of all philanthropic At- 
lantians In the work, and those who have 
books that are not needed are requested 
to donate them, and Miss Gentry will see 
that they are properly distributed. The 
movement has met with popular favor, 
but many books are needed and those 
interested issue an urgent appeal for the 
poor children.

BIG CONTEST OF ATHLETES. 


Meeting at Manhattan Field Satur- 
day Will Be an Event of Un- 
usual Importance. 

The most important athletic ¢éhamplon- 
ship meet ever held in America will take 
place at Manhattan field, 155th street and 
Eighth avenue, New York city, Saturday, 
September 15, 1900, the occasion being the 
annual track and “(field championship 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic Union. 
For the first time in the htstory of the 
Amateur Athletic Union the junior cham- 
pionships will be given in addition to the 
regular championships, forming, as it 
were, two distinct championshp meetings. 
All the athletes in the east have their 
eyes on this meeting, but it is to the ath- 
letes who have not yet been successful 
in capturing a national event that the 
junior events will especially appeal. The 
smaller clubs are alive with candidates 
for these events, as the men wok upen 
them as something they. will not bee 
obliged to meet the best men of the coune 
try in, all those who have ever won a 
nationa! championship béing barred from 

the juntor events. 

The senior championship will be the 
most important event held jn years, as in 
these events will be found nearly all of 
the Americans who competed so success- 
fully in the championships of Great 
Britain, and the world’s championship at 
Paris. By September 15th the boys will 
have returned, and it is expected that 
every man who is anywhere within rea- 
sonable distance from New York will be 
entered. The following are the events 
in both the junior and senior champion- 
ships: 

100 yards run, 220 yards run, 440 vards 
run, 880 yards run, 1 mile run, 5 mile run, 
120 yards hurdle race, 100 flights 3 feet 6 
inches high: 220 yards hurdle race, 10 
flights 2 feet 6 inches high: pole vault, 
running high jump, running broad jump, 
throwin the 56 pound weight, throwing 
the 16 pound hammer, putting the 15 
pound shot, throwing the discus. 

A gold medal, emblematical of the 
championship of the United States will be 
given to the winner in each event; a sil- 
ver medal to second and a bronze medal 
to third.

ed with water and provisions that have 
heen treated to a bath are not very palat- 
able. The stuff that got in came from 
Houston in a steamer, but there are so 
many to feed that it did not eo far. The 
provisions that came were heartily wel- 
comed. A crowd quickly gathered and 
thev were distributed in a short time, 
Many hurried away with what they got 
to their families: others got cooked food 
and ate it where they were. 

The situation does not look so bad now 
that relief has actually come and more jis 
on the way, but it is not meant to be said 
that further relief is not needed, This is 
not a question of a day down here, but of 
many days. It may be two weeks before 
a train gets in here, though boats have 
been wired for and the question of com- 
communication is no longer a vexed one. 
There is much necessary to be done, the 
first thine being the establishment of a 
rigid system of issuing supplies. The 
nucieus has already been formed and the 
regular soldiers, who are still here, anc a 
number of citizens have been sworn in as 
policemen and these are attending to the 
issuing of rations and are also directing 
the efforts of the searchers for the dead 
and injured. The provisions that are still 
in the wholesale and retail groceries have 
been searched out and there is quite a 


‘quantity of good stuff among it. As for 


clothing, many have the money to buy 
and those who have not are beinz viven 
their necessaries by the rellef committee; 
but more clothing is necessary, and 
especially women’s and children: these 
are the principal sufferers now. The peo- 
pie who camMe across brought the infor- 
mation that there is a train load of stuff 
at Texas City, waiting to be brought 
across, but this will be a wear!some job, 
probably, though every available boat 
that can stand the trip will be requisition- 
ed to go after it. 

The dead are still being searched out 
and buried, some of them in the sea and 
some of them in the sand on the beach 
and still others in the cemeteries; there 
are no coffins of regulation kind left. Peo- 
ple are knocking together pine boxes, gfet- 
ting the lumber from the ruins of their 
homes, in which to bury their dead: they 
cannot take them to the cemetereés, 5 
they bury them in what was once their 
yards, intending to inter them in the 
eemeteries after matters Aare resumed 
their normal aspect. The dead who 
have no relatives left are treated with 
scant courtesy; there is no time for 
ceremony and they are put into the sand 
of the beach or into the gulf, with ‘no 
prayer, unless some one of the burying 
party mutters one as he does his work. 

The injured are being taken care of as 
well as could be expected. Physieians 
are on the go all the time; some of them 
have not touched a bed since Saturday 
save for an hour at a time, 
when no longer able to hold up. Those 
who are not badly hurt are being put 
aside for those who really require the 
services of doctors or surgeons, and 
these are many, so many that-their num- 
ber cannot be computed with an accu- 
Of the slightly hurt there are some 
thousands. as majority of the people one 
meets in the street have wounds or 
bruises of some kind. There is yet no 
accurate estimate of the number of ihe 
dead: there is no way in which the num- 
ber can be estimated, for many of the 
bodies have floated away. The only way 
to get at the missing is to take another 
census here. The spirit of exaggeration 
is here and each man adds a few to the 
number. the last man talked to him, 
thought drowned; the men of standing in 
the community—men who have lived here 
oll their lives and know most of the peo- 
ple by sight, say that the total will prob- 
ably reach 1,500; few of them think it will 
zo beyond 2,000 at the outside, even with 
estimate for the mumber of 
bodies which floated away.

Wind Blew at a Velocity of Over 
Seventy Miles an Hour, Demol- 
ishing Windows and 
Breaking Glasses 
and Signs. 


Chicago, September 11.—The storm of to- 
day was one of the most severe that 
has visited Chicago in years. At one time 
the wind reached a velocity of seventy- 
two miles an hour, and at no time during 
the day was the velocity less than fifty 
miles an hour. Two people lost their lives 
as a result of the gale and a number 
were injured. The damage from the 
broken windows, falling signs and trees 
will run into thousands of dollars. Ma- 
rine interests were warned by storm sig- 
nals early in the day and only the stanch- 
est vessels of the regular lines ventured 
out.

RELIEF FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS. 


Special Train Will Run’ from St. 
Louis to Galveston. 
Washington, September 11.—Acting Sec- 
retarv Meiklejohn hes authorized the 
chartering of a special train from St. 
Louis to carry quartermaster’s and com- 
missary supplies to the relief of the des- 
titute at Galveston. General Wilson, 
chief of engineers, has not yet received 
any advices as to the losses upon forti- 
fications and river and harbor works, 
though telegrams to’ the quartermaster’s 
department indicate that the fortifications 

have been damaged. 

The following telegrams have been re- 
celved: 

“Galveston, Tex., September 9.—To 
Quartermaster General, Washington—I 
report terrific cyclone with an eleven-foot 
tide. All improvements, temporary bulid- 
ings, property and stores at both Jacin- 
to and Crockett destroyed and swept 
clean.

SAYERS OFFERED ASSISTANCE. 


Governor of Texas Receives Fully 
1,000 Telegrams. 


Austin, Tex., September 11.—Governor 


Sayers has received upward of 1,000 tele- 

grams during the day from parties in the | 
east and west offering assistance to the | 
flood sufferers at Galveston and from va- | 


rious portions of the state reporting the 
collection cf money and supplies; Dur- 
ing the day Governor Sayers estimated 
that the receipts in money from collec- 
tions made in this state would amount to 
$15,000, though from reports a great deal 
of money has been sent direct to Galves- 
ton instead of coming through the gover- 
nor, and the amount may be much larger 
than thai stated. Quite a number of sub- 
scriptions have bern received from the 
eastern und western states, but Governor 
Sayers will not make known the total 
amount until tomorrow. Quite a number 
of eastern newspapers are wiring the gov- 
ernor, offering to establish themselves as 
bureaus for relief funds if desired and 
asking what they can do to relieve the 
situation. Among the number was a telie- 
&rom from New York informing the gOV- 
ernor that two relief trains of supplies 
had left New York for Galveston. The 
Cincinnati chamber of commerce wires 
that it will send any relief desired that 
they could give. Chicago, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis and several other points did 
likewise. 

Official reports from Galveston to the 
governor today are to the effect that 400 
bodies have been identified, 200 more are 
in an improvised morgue awaiting identi- 
fication ard many more are thought to 
have drifted out to sea and their identity 
will not be known for weeks. 

A telegram from Adiutant General 
Scurry, who is at Galveston, to the gov 
ernor, is as follows: 

“Have just returned from Texas (ity 
with several Galveston parties, who as- 
Sure me that conditions there beggar de- 
scription. Accounts have not been cx‘ig- 
gerated. One thousand lost is tco con- 
servative. While a portion of the provi- 
sions have been destroyed by water, suffi- 
cient ison hand to relieve immediate ne- 
cessities. The citizens seem to have the sft- 
uation well in hand. United States troops 
and company C, volunteer guard, with 
citizens, patrol the streets to prevent loot- 
ing. I request W. B. Wortham to go to 
Galveston from Texas City for the pur- 
pose of advising me of the city’s most 
urgent needs, and I returned here to re- 
port and ask for further instructions. J] 
respectfully suggest that t@e distress is 
too great for the people of Galveston. 
even with the assistance of Houston, to 
stand, and that a general call fur help 
would be welcome. The estimate of 10,- 
000 deziitute does not seem to be exces- 
sive.” 

It is estimated by the telegraph coin- 
panies at this point that upwards of 10.- 
00) messages have been handled out of 
Galveston by boat to Houston, thence on 
the wire from parties in Galveston to 
relatives und friends in the interior and 
other states notifying them of their safe- 
ty, and so great has been the strain of 
business that all telegraph ¢ompanies 
have been using their full forces aul! the 
twenty-four hours, without relieving the 
rush. Hundreds of messages pouring in 
here today bring relief to sume and sad 
tews to Ccthers, recording the safety or 
death of relatives in Galveston. 

From reports reaching the governor this 
morning, it will be necessary to co-operate 
with the federal troops to place all the 
mainland opposite Galveston, as well as 
the island, under martial law. If reports 
reaching here are true, thieves have be- 
&Un to center the city for the purpose of 
pilfering the bodies of the dead. The gov- 
ernor has been informed that the com- 
mander of the Texas trcops has been or- 
dered to Galveston by the federal author- 
ities, end the governor will lend him CV- 
ery assistance possible with state militia 
to keep vandalism down. 

There is only one road operating on the 
coast from Houston, and that will be 


placed under military supervision tempo- 
rarily. 

Governor Sayers was today in receipt of 
a telegram from Miss Clara Barton of 
the Red Cross Society, offering the az- 
sistance of that organization if neces- 
sary, and replied that he would cail on 
them if necessary. 

According to reports tonight. the work 
of recovering corpses continues unabated, 
and while a number of them are so muti- 
lated that they cannot be recognized, they 
are being held as long as possible in the 
hepe of securing their names. Quite a 
number of children are noted among the 
list. A large number of state militia tents 
were shipped from here to Galveston to- 
day for temporary use on the island.

REFORMATORY NEED 
BROUGHT T0 FRONT 


Recorder Tries Four Youngsters for 
Petty Crimes. 


ONE ONLY NINE YEARS OF AGE 


One Released Because He Was Too 
Young to Sentence. 


JUDGE BROYLES TALKS OF NEED 


Says Sending of Children to Stockade 
Only Makes Them Grow More 
Hardenei—The Trials. 


Four youthful criminals passed before 
Judge Broyles yesterday afternoon. Three 
of them were not yet ten years of age, 
While another was thirteen years old. 
Three of them were charged with break- 
ing city ordinances and one with lar- 
ceny. Two were sent to the stockade for 
eleven days, One wags bound over to the 
crimigal court and one was released be- 
cause he was too young to prosecute. All 
Were guilty of the charges preferred and 
seemed to take their sentences in the 
stockade as a huge joke. 

Elizabeth Kimball, ten years and two 
months old, was charged with disorderly 
conduct. She cursed a negro Woman in 
the neighborhood where she lived and bit 
and = seratched some one remon- 
strated with her for using such lan- 
guage. When the officer came to arrest 
her she defied him and spoke -with con- 
tempt of those whose duty it is to carry 
out the law. When fined by the recorder 
and sent to the stockade she marched out 
of the courtroom with the most perfect 
indifference. | 

The next case was that of John Eber- 
hart, who arrested on a charge of 
idling and loitering. He had been caught 
riding a bicycle without a bell, and when 
the officer called on him to hault he bent 
to his handle bars and the chase was 
lively until Joun sinaliv fell with exhaus- 
tion. He is scarcely over nine years old, 
and the recorder told him he could go. 

Charley ‘Palmer had been arrested for 
throwing rocks at some little white girls 
who were on their way to school. He 
showed every evidence of indifference 
when the officer brought him before the 
recorder, and when he was fined $5.75 
and sent to the stockade for eleven. days 
he seemed as cheerful as if he was on his 
way to the country for a house party. 

The top notch of the lot came in the 
person of George Washington. Alfhough 
only nine years of age, George is one of 
the most familiar figures in police cir- 
cles. He has been arrested time and 
again on petty charges and always re- 
leased because he was too young to prose- 
cute. One time he was bound over to 
the city criminal court on a charge of 
larceny. Judge Calhoun dismissed the 
CaSe against the boy on account of his 
extreme youth. 

Yesterday he came before the recorder 
charged with stealing a horse and a cow. 
He found the horse tied to a hitching post 
and without consulting the owner untled 
the strap and took the horse up the 
street, endeavoring to sell him. He later 
drove a cow out of a_ vacant field and 
tried to sell her. 
notified of the case 
rest the boy. 
| When he appeared 

royvles he said: 

“Well, dats all right. 
send me ter de stockaid, al] right. 
make my time,” 

The boy was sent to the stockade for 
twenty-one days and marked return to be 
bound over to the criminal court on a 
charge of larceny. 

‘‘All of these children you see me send- 
ing to the stockade will be past grand 
masters in the art of crime by the time 
they are twenty-one years of age,” sald 
Judge Broyles. ‘“‘They gg out there and 
come in contact with the worst class 
of criminals, and my experience is that 
if a person once goes to the stockade he 
is forever after a familiar character here. 
They come time and again: 

“The people aave voted for a reforma- 
tory. It is needed. Yet we go along 
educating children for criminals. It is 
hard to tell where the present conditions 
of things will end.” 

Almost every afternoon large number 
of negro youths, and frequently whites, 
are defendants in cases at police head- 
quarters. They fall into the habit of as- 
sociatine with bad boys and go from had 
to worse until finally they end in the bar- 
racks. Then comes the trial in police 
court. and while they wait they are wi'- 
nesses to the crime and vice and depravi- 
ty that is a dally thing in the court. 

Profane, obscen® language is repeated, 
and the lad who ts verging into boyhood 
hears words that are unfit for his ears, 
The stolid indifference with which older 
criminals accept their fate arouses with- 
in the boyish heart an admiration. 
resolves that he will not care, From that 
on the course downward is swift and 
sure. 

“Oh. if we could only get the reforma- 
tory,’ said Judge Broyles. ‘I cannot 
understand why some action is not taken, 
It cannot be that the county commission- 
ers do not realize the importance of the 
thing. If they would only come down 
here one afternoon they would see for 
themselves.”’ 
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Thermometer Reached 91 Degrees 
Yesterday and Night Was Op- 
pressive—Forecast Today. 

Yesterday was a warm day for Sép- 
tember, the maximum temperature regis- 
tering 91.50 degrees. With the exception 
of the preceding day, when the mercury 
climbed to 90, the temperature since the 
first autumn month began has hovered 
about the latter elghties. At sundown 
yesterday the thermometer had only drop- 
ped to 88, and the night was rather osp- 
pressive. The forecast for today is fa- 
vorable for a continuance of the warm 
spell, with clear skies. 

The question of rainfall is becoming 
serious with the husbandman and the 
bulletin issued the first of the week by 
the department of agriculture shows a 
most unfavorable condition of agricul- 
ture throughout the south Atlantic and 
gulf states. The drought in this section 
of the state has been almost continuous 
for two months, the August rainfall hav- 
ing been the smallest ever recorded by 
the meteorologtcal station it Atlanta, 
and there has been no rain since one-hun- 
dredth of an inch fel] on the first day of 
September.

The plan for raising the campaign fund 
is to assess Governor Candler, Secretary 
of State Cook, Comptroller General 
Wright, R. E. Park, candidate for treas- 
urer; O. B. Stevens, commissioner of ag- 
riculture; General Clement A. Evans and 
Tom Eason, prison commissioners; G. 
R. Glenn, school commissioner; J. M. 
Terrell, attorney general: two justices of 
the supreme court, eleven judges of the 
Superior court and twenty solicitors gen- 
eral, each $20. 

The meeting was scheduled to take 
place at 10 o'cleck, but owing to the 
fact that no quorum was present it was 
delayed until 11 o'clock. At that hour 
the following memers were present: 

Fleming G. duBignon, of Chatham, 
chairman; Ed T. Brown, of Fulton, vice 
chairman; J. W. Goldsmith, of Fulton, 
secretary; Clark Howell, of Fulton, na- 
tional committeeman from Georgia; R. N. 
Martin, of Liberty; J. R. VanBuren, of 
Jones; E. A. Ansley, of Sumter; Rufus
